. DANGEROUS RAILROAD CROSSING 


The -writer of the 
communication 


-which was printed in the People's forum 
Friday evening makes out a strong case 
for better protection of the Chicago 
Northwestern railway crossing on "West 
College-are, especially at night. 
He ar- 


gues that the present method of protec- 
tion is entirely inadequate because a flag- 
man, -with a red lantern and a -whistle, 
cannot be seen or heard in the glare of 
headlights, the flashing and blinking of 
taillights and the. noise of moving motors 
on a busy street. 
This gentleman, al- 


though, he -was aware of the dangerous 
crossing, nearly -was hit by a train be- 
cause he did not see or hear the flagman 
in the turmoil. 


There are many Appleton motorists 


•who have bad the same experience as this 
man. Unable to distinguish, the "watch- 
man's lantern from, the taillights ahead of 
-them, they have learned of their danger 
•when it -was almost too late to stop. There 
have been a few accidents at the cross: 
ins:. That there haven't been more must 
be credited to good fortune rather than to 
adequate protection. 


Railroad company officials were in Ap- 


pleton a few months ago to study crossing 
protection, indicating a willingness to do 
what they can to safeguard life and limb 
of the people who must cross their tracks. 
There are quite a number of dangerous 
crossings in the city but none which, has 
the potential possibilities for tragedy of 
the "West College-ave intersection. _It is 
probable that more automobiles cross the 
Northwestern tracks at this point than at 
any other crossing in the city. And traf- 
fic over the tracks will be vastly increased 
nvhen Highway 15 is rerouted over Cher- 
ry-st to College-ave where it will join 
Highway 47 leading to the fishing coun- 
try. 


"Whether gates or some other method of 


protection should be established at the 
crossing we are not prepared to state. 
jWe do, however, earnestly call attention 
of railroad and city officials to the dan- 
gers of the crossing and the imperative 
need for immediate action. It is foolhardy 
to wait until lives are snuffed out before 
removing the cause of danger. The time 
to lock the garage door is before the car 
js stolen.

WHEAT AND THE TARIFF 


"President Coolidge, as was expected. 


las by proclamation under the flexible 
tariff provision increased the duty on 
•wheat from 30c to 42c per bushel. This 
is substantially in accordance with the 
finding by the tariff commission that the 
difference between the costs of wheat 
production in the United States and Ca- 
nada is 42c a bushel. It is the theory of 
the protectionists that a duty on wheat 
will increase the price to the American 
grower. "Wheat raisers in the northwest 
claim that competition of Canada lowers 
the price on their products, therefore they 
arc friendly to the politicians who pro- 
fess to aid them through tariff legislation 


\0ff Ihcir ideas are correct, the increase 


now made in dutj- should be followed by 
an increase in price, and that increase 
should 
be without reference to the 


price at Liverpool, which is the world's 
'clearing house for wheat and where the 
world price is fixed. 


If the 1'nifed States did not have a 


large" surplus of wheat for export annual- 
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ly or if its.production was less than its 
consumption, -wheat more cheaply pro- 
duced in Canada would undermine the 
American market and a duty equal to or 
greater than the difference in cost of pro- 
duction would increase the domestic price 
by approximately that amount. 
The av- 


erage production of "wheat in the United 
States is about 800,000,000 bushels. 
Our consumption is around 600,000.000, 
so that there is a surplus sunning from 
150,000.000 to 200,000.000 biishels 
for disposition each year in the world mar- 
ket. 
This 
surplus 
must sell at the- 


Liverpool price, less handling and- trans- 
portation 
costs, 
therefore 
all 
our 


wheat is controlled by the Liverpool 
market. 
The 
same 
is 
true 
of 


Canadian wheat. 
The price there as in 


the United States is determined, not by 
the cost of production, but by the Liver- 
pool price. 
There is no special incen- 


tive for Canadian wheat to seek markets' 
on this side of the border because the pric- 
es in the two countries are substantially 
equalized by the Liverpool market* Some 
Canadian wheat dots come into the Unit- 
ed States and of course can undersell our 
wheat* on the basis of producing costs, 
but as a matter of fact the competition is 
not excessive. 
This was so under free 


trade in wheat prior to 1921. and it is 
so now. Considerable of Canadian wheat 
entering this country comes in under bond • 
to be exported as wheat or flour. 


It might seem on paper that cheap Ca- 


nadian wheat, in the absence of tariff, 
would seek the market of the United 
States, and would in fact flood this coun- 
try, but it has never worked out so in 
practice, for the simple reasop that the 
Liverpool market and price are the mag- 
net which draws the Canadian surplus 
and which offers a more constant and re- 
liable a market than could possibly be se- 
cured in the United States where some 
200,000,000 bushels of surplus wheat 
stand as a potential menace to extensive 
Canadian imports. The Fordney-McCum- 
ber tariff has not increased the price of 
American wheat to an appreciable extent, 
because that price is fixed in the Liver- 
pool market and no amount of wheat duty 
here can affect the Liverpool price. The 
prices of May and July wheat are lower 
than a year ago and much lower than two 
years ago. 
If the tariff determined the 


price, the price would not have dropped. 
It may be argued that more persistent 
Canadian competition has forced .the price 
down, but the real reason is because the 
Liverpool price dropped. 


The American consumer would like to 


see the growers in this country obtain 
more for their wheat. They would not 
object to seeing the price increased by 
42c if a duty of that amount would so 
operate. 
There is no opposition to the 


tariff because of its supposed effect on 
prices. The public wants to see the wheat 
raiser sell his product at a profit, both 
as a matter of justice and because it re- 
alizes this is the only way in which exten- 
sive wheat growing can be preserved in 
the United States; moreover, it wants to 
see a surplus raised because it constitutes 
a protection against possible flour and 
bread shortage. '"The question is not 
whether the grower should get more for 
his wheat, which it is admitted he should, 
but how he is to get it. 
If the wheat 


price in this country could be artificially 
raised, there would still remain 200,- 
000,000 'bushels of surplus for disposi- 
tion, which -would have to be sold in the 
world market at a loss, and to be handled 
effectively it would have to be sold 
through a pool. 
This in itself is a prob- 


lem, of some magnitude. 


In addition, to transportation' rates, 


one of the ingredients 
in the high 


producing costs of American grown 
wheat is the price the farmer has to pay 
for everything he uses and with which he 
cultivates his soil. Many of these com- 
modities are highly protected and this 
protection is a part of their high cost. The 
farmer gets the short end of it because he 
is taxed by a tariff for pretty nearly 
everything he buys, and frets little or no 
help from, the tariff on what he sells. If 
high tariffs, or any tariff, on the products 
he raises would automatically increase 
their prices and guarantee him a profit, 
all would be well. But the truth is. he 
has been misled by 1he tariff advoca.tes as 
well as by politicians who have sought 
his support 
in return for every sort of 


promise and scheme to save him. from his 
economic ills, not one of which has panned 
out. 
If a tariff on wheat will guarantee 


him prosperity, we are for it. no matter 
•what the rate of duty, but the truth is 
it will not make him prosper.

York -woman who goes to business," is a young 
woman who does not consider a mere cold a suffi- 
cient excuse for "absence from business.

had almost a perpetual cold all winter and practic- 
ally every member of our department who has to be 
in contact with her has been absent at one time or 
another.
